Russia’s Mo lo to v was, and is, an ev il man, so much so that 
his name became a ho useho ld by wo rd with us. 
He was nick­ 
named “Sto ne Bo ttto m” by Bo ss Stalin because no t ev en tacks 
in his chair wo uld mo v e him fro m the Stalinist, pro gram. 
He 
was the o ne who alway s said: “Ny et,” mean­ 
ing “no ” to ev ery thing, and was bull-headed 
as a bull! 
Then came the assassinatio n pro gram 
mo re po litely , the purge. 
Mo lo to v (“Sto ne- 
Bo tto m” ) play ed his game to the end. The 
purge is a legalized metho d o f the Unio n o i 
So v iet So cialist Republics, a familiar in­ 
strum ent o f ty ranny . 
I recall that F.D.R. tried to purge twelv e 
o f staunch suppo rters in Co ngress who re­ 
sented his packing the Supreme Co urt. 
Stalin ro se to po wer by assassinatio n.

lice. No w it is no surprise that Khrushchev , who se dream was 
to destro y the Stalinist “cult-perso nality ,” sho uld be liquidat­ 
ing the balance o f key Stalinists.

Otto, chairman of the Maine Po­ 
tato Commission, we drove along 
miles and miles of dark green 
potato fields covered with soft, 
snowy white blossoms. 
Head of his own packing and 
shipping plant, he is a leader in 
market 
research and develop­ 
ment of new 
potato products. 
Most 
Maine 
growers 
prewash 
and 
prepack 
their 
potatoes. 
Many are going in for frozen 
French fries and instant flaked 
mashed potatoes. 
Scientific ways of storing and 
mechanized harvesting are also 
part of the commission’s develop­ 
ment program.

We drove many more miles 
over the alluring countryside to 
Otisville for dinner at the Fred 
Culbert farm. Doris Gilbert, the 
most famous cook in her county, 
is dedicated to cookery and col­ 
lecting cookbooks. She has cul­ 
inary reverence for the Maine 
potato. 


Doris Culbert’s Hot Potato 
Salad (Serves 6 ) 
Eight good-sized Maine pota­ 
toes. 6 slices bacon, 1 tablespoon 
flour, ** cup water, \ cup vine­ 
gar, 3 teaspoons salt, 1 teaspoon 
sugar, 1 onion, minced; 1/3 cup 
mustard pickle. 
Scrub the potatoes and cook 
until tender in boiling salted 
water. Make the dressing by 
sauteing the bacon until crisp 
and draining it on soft crumpled 
paper. To the drippings in the 
pan. add the flour, stirring well, 
and stir in the water and vine­ 
gar. Cook over direct heat, stir­ 
ring constantly, the salt, sugar 
and onion.
